$43,800 Tax 
Levy Is Set 

The Antioch village board Tues- 
day night voted a tax levy of $43,800 
for various departments and funds 
of the ^village government when an 
ordinance authorizing this amount 
was passed. 

Amount appropriated by the vil- 
lage trustees earlier for the general 
corporate fund, to run the depart- 
ments was $138,750, plus $15,000 for 
fire protection and for streets and 
bridges. 

Of the $43,800 tax levy, $32,300 
will go for police, public works and 
buildings, health, legal, administra- 
tion, accounts and finances and 
street departments, plus the parking 
meter, insurance, off street parking 
land contingent funds. - 

> A- total of $5,500 was levied for 
fire protection and $6,000 for streets 
and bridges against $15,000 appro- 
priated. 

The village hopes to obtain the 
difference between what. has been 
appropriated and what was levied 
through parking meter receipts, the 
sales tax, motor fuel tax, license 
fees, parking fees, fine*;, etc. 




Reconstruction 
Of Highway 75 
Near Bong Set 

Reconstruction of highway 75 and 
re-routing of Racine County trunk 
J (west of Bong Air Force Base) 
will go forward as planned, James 
Meier, district engineer for the Wis- 
consin highway department, said 
this week. 

An order for relocation of high- 
way 75 in Kenosha and Racine 
counties was issued last week. 

It shows routing of the new high- 
way 75 to include a double lane 
road from Klondike corners north- 
ward to highway 43. There the 
utility gate of Bong AFB will be 
located. 

From that point it will go straight 
north as a four-lane roadway past 
the main entrance, which now has 
been established, to an interchance mile north of the utility entrance.

Acquisition of land involved in the 
road relocation will start as soon as 
final Wisconsin highway commis- 
sion approval has been received. 

Meier described The relocation of 
highway 75 in Kenosha county as 
curving eastward from Klondike 
corners to junction with JB about 
800 feet west of X. 

The new road will move through 
Brighton village about 500 feet west 
of X and go north in a straight line 
about a half mile east of Bong air 
force base. 

The project will include a two- 
lane highway from the new high- 
way 75 to the utility gate of the base 
and a four-lane, two -ribbon road 
way to the main gate, about a half

The Wing 'N' Fin club, located 1% miles northwest of Vol© and 4 
miles east of McHenry, reported this week, that a 17 ton 8 inch: suction 
dredge had arrived there for enlarging and deepening Sullivan lake. 

Preliminary figures indicate the project will involve removal of 
1,270,000 cubic yards of silt and 
other materials at a cost in excess of 
$51,000, club manager Verne Thomp- 
son said. 

Of more than passing Interest to 
boat enthusiasts is the fact that 
eventually this dredging will lead to 
an average lake depth of feet and 
a lake area of. about 113 acres. 

"THIS WATER improvement pro- 
ject should enhance both summer 
and winter fishing and make Sulli- 
van lake available for championship 
boat racing, water skiing and ulti- 
mate establishment of an aqua- 
stadium," Thompson said.

Material removed from the lake 
bed will be pumped through 2,000 
feet of pipe to a marsh region for 
improvement to Wing *N* Fin prop- 
erty and to provide "better Condi- 
tions for sportsmen." 



Be Watchful 
For Children 
Scott Urges 

With schools opening soon in the 
Antioch area, Police Chief Walter 
I. Scott today appealed to motorists 
to be particularly watchful for chil- 
dren going to and from school. 
• Chief Scott said Antioch drivers 
must be especially watchful, not 
only near school buildings but; along 
the routes taken by children before 
and after school and at home. ■ 

"Children frequently dart out in 
the street on their way to school and 
some youngsters, especially the 
smaller ones, may have not been 
taught about extra caution needed 
on the way -to and from school," 
Chief Scott said. 

He suggested that parents walk 
the route to school with their small 
chilldren, pointing out all possible 
dangers from traffic. 

"School administrators do a fine 
job instructing pupils .about traffic 
rules and regulation, but during the 
first few days of school parents 
must accept responsibility for teach- 
ing their children the rules of safe 
walking and bicycle safety until 
safety courses can be completed. 

"Parents must also teach their 
children to jrespect and obey all 
traffic rules. This can best be ac- 
complished by personal example," 
Chief Scott said.

The colonel said the homes would 
be "livable" and permanent and the 
barracks would be constructed of 
brick and concrete. 

Sheridan-Murray of Pasadena, 
Calif, was the apparent low bidder 
on the 900 houses. Construction of 
the barracks already is. under way. 

The firm having the contract for 
the houses will have 20 months in 
which to complete its work. 

Eight of nine different styles of 
homes will be constructed with the 
idea of making the houses look per- 
manent and not alike.

Hunt for Prange Continues 
In Remote Montana Sector

"There was no concrete proof 
that 20-year-old Lawrence Eugene 
Prange was in the high mountain 
country of western Montana that 
was searched last' week," his mother 
told the Antioch News Tuesday. 

She and her daughter Sharon re- 
turned last Friday from Montana 
where they had gone to assist in 
the search. 

Mrs. Prange said search parties 
in the Crystal lake area about 75 
miles north of Missoula, Mont., had 
found some possible clues, such as 
a camp site typical of a single per- 
son and 22 caliber cartridge shells 
suggesting someone might have 
fired them seeking aid. 

Prange, who was a student at 
Montana university, was last seen 
Sept. 10, 1958 after telling friends 
that he and his dog Queen expected 
to be gone for a few days looking 
for mountain goats. 

When he didn't return, search 
was instituted and 10 days later the 
dog was found wild and unfriendly. 
No trace of the young man was 
found last fall and cold weather 
and fog called off efforts then. 

FURTHER HUNT for him was 
delayed until August of this year 
so snow and cold weather would be 
nil. 

Mrs. Prange said Tuesday that she 
saw as much as 30 feet of snow in 
the mountain area where she went 
to do what she could in the hunt. 

What apparently was part of a 
spine of some animal was found 
near the Crystal lake area where 
the search was being concentrated. 
It was thought it might be that of 
a grizzly bear. 

If it should prove under tests 
to be that of a bear, it is thought 
possible the animal could have been 
killed by young Prange and per- 
haps the young man injured by the 
bear. 

Also in this sector was found a 
General Motors automobile key and 
it was recalled that Prange had had 
a Chevrolet. 

A sleeping blanket was located In 
the general area and that was to 
be brought out of the wild sector 
this week when someone was sched- 
uled to make a trip to "civilization." 

DUE TO the remoteness of the 
area, Mrs. Prange, explained, such 
trips in and out of remote places 



are not made very often. 

Mrs. Prange stayed at Lindberg 
lake, some miles from the main 
search district. At this lake a radio 
relay station was set up to monitor 
and relay messages into the remote 
area. 

She said even so it meant a boat 
trip plus a hike of about 13 miles 
to reach Lindberg lake. 

Her brother, Joe Tremble of Syra- 
cuse, Kans., who has had police 
officer experience, has been in the 
Montana hunt area doing what he 
could to find young Prange. 

Sheriff William J. Walker has 
told Mrs. Prange that sheriff's of- 
ficers and search parties will con- 
tinue the hunt for her son. 

Earlier the Missoula', county 
sheriff's search and rescue associa- 
tion said radios, trucks, boats, pack 
strings and other equipment would 
be used.

But we saw this 
ad in a Printer's Trade Publication by the firm of Marsteller, Rick- 
ard, Gebhardt and Reed, an advertising agency with offices in the 
major cities, and they covered the subject of advertising to market- 
ing so well that we pass it on to you in the hope it may ajd you in 
this age-old problem. . 

"There are two ways to approach an advertising problem, as 
we see it. 

One is to look at it as an advertising problem.

With the approach of another 
school year, Governor William G. 
Stratton has joined with J. J. Cav- 
anagh, president of the Chicago Mo- 
tor Club, in stressing the need for 
added responsibility on the part of 
all motorists. 

More than a million children in 
Illinois will return to classes after 
Labor day, and the officials urge 
motorists to be extra careful when 
driving in the vicinity of schools. 

In producing "School's Open Day " 
the governor reminded drivers that 
"many of the school children will 
be making their first venture in 
school life," and "these and all other 
children will be crossing streets and 
highways in the face of motor ve- 
hicle traffic several times daily."
